From present Indieatione what maj tnm ont 
to be a well-balanced field of Beren will proh- 
abli go to the post for the Crescent City Derby 
at New Orleans tomorrow. The New Orleans 
contingent of apparent starters is F. W. Brode, 
Sidney Lncas, Prince of Yeronia, Floriaar and 
Knigbtbanneret, with Alex possibly to be added 
to the list. Prom Memphis Patterson’s Lamp- 
lighted at d P. Tomlinson’s Sir Dixon— Bepaat 
oolt, allowed to start aa Tha Conqueror 
throngh a bad decision of the Turf Congress 
Committee on Appeals, will be sent down in 
time to get to the post. The Bnsh was aho to 
boTe been sent down bnt Lampligbted defeated 
him BO daciaiTely in an open trial at Memphis 
Wednesday that be will be an absentee 
Possibly the defeat of Prince of Yeronia by F. 
W. Brode yesterday may deter bis owners from 
starting him bnt they are good sportsmen and 
are extremely desirona of polling off this par- 
tienlar event and may argne that they will have 
a better chance on another day and a better 
track. 

There is good form in the lot mentioned. In 
the light of this year’s rnnning F. W. Brode 
mnst at present bs pnt down as the best and a 
oolt of good class. Ha has the advantage of be- 
ing tborongbly seasoned, and from bis race yes- 
terday it most bs assumed that he baa with- 
stood the effects of the trip from San Francisco 
without impairment of his California form. 
W itb Bums to pilot him it is more than proba- 
ble that be will go to the post first favorite, a 
position that bis last essay on the Coast, in 
which be beat encb cracks as Geyser, 
Zoroaster, Potente, Advance Guard and 
Daisy F., amply entitles him to occnpy. 
Last year he met Tomlinson’s colt three 
times, once at Menspbis and twice at St. Lonis. 
At Memphis ha won, at St, Lonia be waa twice 
beaten, bis stable companion Sam Phillips 
winning rn one of the occasions. At Memphis 
Mr. Tomlit son’s gcod colt was not thoroughly 
ripened as bis after achievements demonstrated, 
while at bt. Louis be was at bis best and F. W. 
Brode bad pis inly retrograded from bis early 
epiing form. The latter’s later doughty deeds 
in Califoinia suggest that it will take the de- 
cisive test c f a meeting when both are at their 
beat to prove which is the better. On paper 
they ere the two beet horses likely to start. 

Sidney Lucas mnst be held in respect. This 
is a good, sturdy colt, a stayer and a weight 
carrier and fairly speedy. The tactics pursued 
with him at New Orleans indicate clearly that 
be has been trained, raced and pointed espe- 
cially to win this race and he will probably go 
to the post as fit as he can be made. B.is defeat 
of Prince of Yeronia at a mile and a quarter 
last week was a respectable performaace and 
indicates that he sbenld do the mile and an 
eighth route in 1 :55 or better if the track is fast. 
It should be noted that on the form oi that race 
the chances of Sidney Lncas and Prince of 
Yeronia are almost on a level and F. W. Brode 
did not beat the latter any too easily yesterday. 

Lampligbted is not easy to guage. Patterson 
gave a high price for him as a yearling, and 
from bis early training thought be bad a good 
colt. Be started at Little Beck last spring and 
ran unplaced to The Bush and Red Cross II. in 
bis first essay and then won his next two races, 
defeating nothing of any subsequent conse- 
quence. Then be ran three times at the Mem- 
phis meeting without winning although he was 
one of the pieced horses each time. Because of 
an injury be was then put in retirement and 
has not since started. Nothing in bis racing 
career indicates that be shcnld defeat any one 
of the four colts alreidy named, bnt Patterson 
is a shrewd judge of the merits of a race horse 



and if ha thinks well enongh of Lamplighted’s 
chances to send him for this race the colt may 
show that his running last year did not give the 
measnre of his capacity as a race horse. 

On his race Wednesday when he forced Hurri- 
cane to run a mile in 1:40 flat to beat him. 
Floriaar mnst be voted the most likely ontsidar 
and if the termination of the race reveals a snr- 
prise, this honest, enduring colt is the one most 
likely to furnish it. It almost passes belief that 
after having mn in over fifty races aa a two- 
old, he should now come ont so speedy and 
good. It is evident that if his legs hold ont bs 
is destined to occupy a distinguished place in 
tha list of “iron” horses. He is a stayer, 
bandies weight well and from his race spoken 
of must be at his best. The other colts that 
may start appear to be badly outclassed. 
Knigbtbanneret was of little account on 
the eastern tracks, but he is richly bred 
and has undoubtedly improved over his 
form as a two-year-old, which is not say- 
ing much. Alex is speedy bnt that he likes a 
distance with weight np is yet to be demon- 
strated, He may cot quite a figure at some 
stages of the contest, if he goes to the poet, 
bnt appears to be held safe. If other starters 
go to the post it will be as the forlem hope.

“Matt” Allen at tbe Bmpirs City Driving Park, 
number more than thirty head.

If he should go to England and 
give the British turfmen a few exhibitions of 
his skill there would be wonder from New- 
market to Liverpool that Sloan or Beiff were 
ever considered tbe best jockeys in America,”

A special from New Orleans to yesterday’s 
Enquirer says : “Sheridan Clarke will not act 
as secretary at Newport the coming season. At 
the close of the meeting at tha Campbell 
County track last fall Manager Fowler was so 
much pleased with the New Orleans ofiBoial’s 
work as secretary and associate judge that he 
forthwith invited him to serve in the same ca- 
pacity this season. It was generally understood 
at tbe time that ha would, bnt he has decided 
not to do so. Manager Fowler today wired him, 
with raferencs to the matter, and he replied 
that, while be appreciated tha good will of the 
Newport people, he would have to decline to- 
serve in an official capacity at their meeting. 
Just why he has refused to again act as secretary 
of tha Cincinnati track could not be learned. 
The friendliest feelings exist batween Clarke and 
Manager Fowler and the other officials of thie 
Newport track, as well as Mr. George Bennett, 
and the fact that he has declined to resasae the 
secretaryship of the track will occasion sni- 
prise as well as regret among the horsemen.

entry clerk at both Cinciunati tracks.” 



GETTING INTO THE SWIM, 

JackEon Smith, ths popular division passen- 
ger agent of the L. A N, has received a letter 
from J. W. Rusawnrm, the secretary of tbe 
Nashville track, in which the latter asks that 
he act as one of the judges at the coming meet- 
ing of six days.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The management of tbe Latonia and Newport 
tracks entered into an agreement net to isene 
any complimentary badges for the spring bm- 
sen of 1900. The admission fee to both will be 
sarenty-five cents and all deadheads will be 
barred. 

This role will be enforced to the letter, and 
no exceptions will b* made, Te eondnet a first- 
class racetrack it is necsesary to have a snfiikci- 
ent ravanne from the gate to help enpport the 
track. 

In late years the deadhead evil has almost 
mined racing from a box-office standpoint in 
this vicinity, and the Newport and Latonia 
aeaociatione decided to draw np an agreement 
doing away entirely with complimentary 
badgee by charging a reasonable admission fee, 
to which no fair-minded person who haa the 
interest of racing at heart can object — Cincin- 
nati Bnqnirer. 

The foregoing decision was in the right line 
bnt the managers shoold have gone farther and 
pat the price of admitsion at the legitimate 
price of one dollar. Bacing is not a oheap 
apert and there is no sense in weatera organ- 
izations charging abont oas third of what it 
costs for admission to a New York raoe traek. 
People who like racing will not stay away b»- 
eansa a legitimate price is asked at the gate, 
and officials who go on the theory that they 
will, simply bslittle and debass their own busi- 
ness. And this applies lecally as well as to 
Newport and Latoaia. 



Tbe new Fntnrity coarse at Shsepshead Bay 
will ba leady very soon. The fence has still to 
be erected, bnt that is a quick job when once 
started, and the top soil or draaeing will be pat 
OB as soon as tbe weather conditions are thor- 
oughly favorable. While this new course it not 
absolutely straight, it is so for all practical 
pnrposes, and tha objectionable featniee of the 
‘‘elbow,” which always seemed to have some 
effect in the races ran over tbe old Fntnrity 
coarse will be eliminated. 

It is only a pity that tbs great stakes for 
which tbe coarse is named esa not bs ran over 
tbe new coarse at once, bat it would bs practi- 
cally an impossibility to sscare the eoassnt to 
tbe change of those who nominated marea, and 
without each consent it could not bs dona ac- 
cording to the rales of racing. 

Improvements of other kinds are bsing made 
at Bheepshead Bay. It was fonad advisable to 
put a new roof on the grand stand, and this is 
now being dons. The always bsantifnl property 
will look even better than ever when the gates 
are thrown open Jane 16. 

A Nashville telegram of Wednesday says: *'lt 
is now well understood that M. N Macfarlan, of 
Memphis; W. B. Cheatham, of Nashville, and 
Jackson Smith, of Cincinnati, will eonetitnte 
the Board of Bacing Stewards at the Nash- 
ville meeting. Mr. Macfarlan is secretary of 
the Memphis Jockey Club, end today tele- 
graphed Secretary Bnsswnrm that be would be 
here on the opening day of the meeting ready 
to go into the stand. He has never served in 
this capacity before, bat, as ho is thoroagbly 
familiar with ail the details of racing, he will 
anqnestioDably make a satisfactory jndge. 
Cheatham and Smith have had considerable 
experience in tbe stand and are popnlar with 
all horsemen.” 

The English legitimate season opens March
